Camp Lawrence for boys is under the 
direction of the Camp Committee of the 
Lawrence Young Men’s Christian association 
consisting of George W. Hamblet, chairman, 
James S. Eastham, George B. Thomas, 
Arthur C. Day, F. W. McLanathan, Kirk 
Batcheller, Roland Esbjornson, and Rev.

Camping for boys has long since passed 
out of the age of rough-house and unorgan- 
ized and practically unsupervised tenting 
out. Camping is an education in its purest 
form and prepares boys and girls to face the 
problems of life and to make better and easier 
adjustments. It is coming more and more to 
be considered an essential in the life of boys 
and girls. School takes about 200 week-days 
of the year. The summer vacation is the 
problem. The well organized, carefully 
Bi Eeavieed and carefully directed camp is the 
solution, taking the boys away from the 
stamina-tax ing heat of the summer month 
under the guidance and supervision of 
trained Christian leaders. 

The naturalist and the botanist have 
found in the summer camp an unequaled 
opportunity for interesting boys in every 
phase of nature study. The boys receive 
training in all round natural and normal 
activities which tends toward self-reliance, 
poise and manliness. 

There is little question that the summer 
camp is a permanent addition to our educa- 
tional institutions. Throughout the country 
there were 360 camps conducted by the 
Young Men’s Christian Associations with an 
attendance of 54,180 boys. 

The Lawrence Young Men’s Christian 
association conducts an eight-week camp for 
boys. It is locited on the southern end of 
Bear island, Lake Winnipesaukee in the 
heart of the beautiful White mountain 
region, four miles from The Weirs. ‘The 
site covers fifty-seven acres and represents an 
investment of $15,000. It is an ideal spot for 
a boys’ camp. 

The leaders are carefully picked for their 
qualifications as directors of the various 

epartments of work. The camp director is 
Henry B. Coleman, the Boys’ Work Secre- 
tary of the Lawrence Young Men’s Christian 
association. 

The assistant director, Ted Burton, is a 
senior at Springfield International Young 
Men’s Christian association’s College, a man 
who has chosen boys’ work for his life’s 
vocation. He will direct the religious and 
social activities of the camp. 

The swimming will be under the direction 
of another Springfield man, Wilmot Babcock, 
who is a certified Red Cross life-saving ex- 
aminer. Special attention will be given to 
the drilling of life-saving crews and life-boat 
crews. A beginners’ swimming period is 
held daily. 

The director of athletics and woodcraft 
also comes from the same college and special 
classes in woodcraft will be conducted and 
useful and interesting articles will be made 
from the many natural facilities at hand. 

Camp league baseball games, track meets 
and swimming contests are held throughout 
the summer and games and meets are held 
with other camps. ‘

Paris Discarding Double Deck Buses 


Paris, according to Pierre Mariage, a 
French transportation autianly who is now 
visiting the United States for the purpose of 
studying rapid transit problems, does not like 
the double deck bus. Motor buses have been 
in use in Paris for more than 15 years and the 
bus companies have experimented with many 
different types. They discovered very quick- 
ly that the double deck type was not popular 
for the dual reason that Parisians dislike to 
climb stairs and the exposure to inclement 
weather on the upper deck, It was soon 
found that the average number of passengers 
carried on double deck buses was no larger 
than the single deck ones. 


Previous to the introduction of buses a 
similaer experiment was carried out with 
double deck street cars and the same objec- 
tions were found. While there are still some 
double deck cars in use in Paris, no new ones 
are being purchased, 

Paris, at the present time, has about 3,000 
electric street cars and 1,500 buses. The bus 
is used principally in the congested sections, 
where the traffic is heavy and profitable, 
while the street cars are used in both con- 
gested districts and the more thinly settled 
suburbs where traffic is light and relatively 
less profitable. 

The chief competitor of the Paris bus or 
street car is the taxicab, the rates for which 


are so low that when three or four persons 


ride the individual cost is practically the 
same as the bus fare.

In the presence of the most distinguished 
gathering of educators, laymen, clergy, stu- 
dents and alumnae ever assembled at Norton, 
Dr. J. Edgar Park, D.D., president of 
Wheaton College, was formally inaugurated 
a Dao last Saturday morning in the college 
chapel.

Wheaton, founded in 
1834, never had any other president formally 
inaugurated, because Dr. Park’s predecessor, 
the late Dr. Samuel V. Cole, was first prin- 
cipal of the seminary from 1897 and con- 
tinued as president when the institution be- 
came a college in 1912. He died a year anda 
half ago ped Dr. Park was announced as its 
unanimous choice of the trustees as his suc- 
cessor last June. 


Preceding the inaugural service in Cole 
Memorial Chapel, Dr. Park was escorted to 
the scene by an academic procession in which 
nearly 100 delegates from other educational 
institutions, alumnae, faculty and students 
took part. The academic procession moved 
between two double lines of girl students.

Intire, professor of philosophy, and Miss 
Pearl Wallis, head of the department of 
physical education of the college.

The greetings of the faculty were given 
by Dean Emma M. Denkinger, Ph.D., and 
the greetings of the student body were de- 
livered by Miss Mildred Sutherland, '27, 
Brunswick, Me., president of the College 
Government Association. 

The anthem, “Great Is the Lord,” Harkis, 
was sung by the student body and assem- 
blage. The student directors of the choir 
were Miss Laura Sargent, ’27, Woodsville, 
N.H., and Miss Altie Webber, ’28, Auburn, 
Me. Miss Nesta Williams of the college 
music department was leader. 

After Dr. Park had delivered his inaugural 
message, prayer and benediction were given 
by Rev. Frederick H. Page, D.D., of the 
board of trustees, followed by the recessional 
march, “Grand Choeur,” Chauvette. 

President Park’s inaugural address in part 
follows: 

The aim of a liberal education can be 
defined in the words of Plato as “that know- 
ledge which is not a stranger in thin, s strange 
to it.’ It is incontrovertible that it is 
impossible to teach anyone everything. The 
folly of attempting to forewarn and instruct 
the student for every possible emergency 
which might arise and give him an outline of 
everything that is believed to be knowledge 
— is apparent. Gradually we have come to 
believe that education may become too thin 
if spread over too many subjects, that there 
is a difference in the educational value of 
various subjects; some have body enough to 
serve as media for intellectual growth, while 
other admirable fields of speculation for 
maturer minds only serve as regions where 
the immature are apt to miss their way to 
knowledge and arrive at conceit. 

There is still a place for the college of liberal 
arts which does not follow every fashion of 
the day, nor attempt to instruct freshmen in 
parchoanslyats or the function of the glands, 

ut tries to prepare the setting of the mind 
for holding in a fitting manner further forms 
of special knowledge. 

It believes that a mind that has won its 
way to be at home in Latin and Greek civili- 
zations, which is acquainted with the specula- 
tions of the great philosophers of the race, 
has learned the meaning of rhythm and har- 
mony in the kindred spheres of mathematics 
and music, loves its own speech and litera- 
ture, and can speak and think in a language 
other than its native tongue, has some ac- 
quaintance with at least one or two centuries 
of human history — to whom the study of 
science has given a passion for truth — that 
such a mind may be trusted to live with 
happiness and efficiency in its own century 
and act with discretion among the problems 
of its own life. 

We are endeavoring today to differentiate 
between higher education and secondary 
education. The task of secondary education 
is to force people to give education a chance 
to “take.” Human nature is as lazy as it 
dares to be, and some force is necessary to 
prevent us all from being as ignorant as we 
please. 

The task of higher education is to give 
people, who are interested, an opportunity to 
educate themselves. It should take from the 
secondary schools those students who have 
shown definite intellectual ability and give to 
these selected and tested students such indi- 
vidual guidance as shall help them to develop 
to the full the potentialities of their chromo- 
somes, 

The aim of Wheaton College is to afford 
students in this quiet retreat an opportunity 
to catch inspiration from the great souls of 
the past through present lovers of learning, to 
help young lives to live with graciousness and 
widsom and humor and efficiency that they 
may be not unworthy daughters of their 
mothers, and worthy to be mothers of that 
new race of human beings on whose faces 
will shine the dawn of a better day, which we 
have seen only in our dreams

It has been proven in this case that 
the organizer of the scheme is a question- 
able character who uses the blind men 
as his tools, for the sales value of 
their affliction. Their worth to the 
promoter is tremendous. There are very 
few people in whom the appeal of a 
blind man does not strike a responsive 
chord. But, when the afflicted person is 
used as a tool by others to capitalize his 
blindness, it leaves a bad taste in the 
mouth. In this particular case “The 
Blind Tie Men” are not in need of 
charity, and receive but a small per- 
centage of the profits derived from the 
business.

for it, this troublesome evil might be 


done away with. The articles may or 


may not be worth the money asked for 
them. That is not the point. This 
unethical way of merchandising is a 
nuisance to the public and an unfair 
method of competition injuring legiti- 
mate business. 

At various times illegitimate and 
fraudulent schemes spring up to tempt 
the public. Widely advertised and 
assisted by high-pressure sales talks, 
these schemes often enmesh thousands 
of “suckers” before official action can 
be taken against the promoters. Some 
of these schemes are so obviously un- 
safe that it is surprising how any part of 
the adventurous public can be fooled so 
easily. It seems that there are many 
people with get-rich-quick ideas, who 
are always waiting to be trimmed: 


The postal authorities are very particu- 
lar as to what mail is sent out, and the 
penalty for fraudulent use of the mails 


is severe. Some schemes are well 


veiled, however, and it will pay every- 


one to be on guard, 

Better Business Bureaus and Cham- 
bers of Commerce in every community 
would be doing a valuable public service 
by exposing such schemes, and putting 
the schemers out of business or, in some 
cases, behind the bars.

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Fire Levels Farmhouse in West Andover 
A farmhouse occupied by a Mr. Rogers, a 
foreman of the Cronin estate on the River 
road and Cross street, West Andover, and all 
outbuildings, were leveled by fire Sunday 
afternoon, owing to the lack of an available 
water supply. Sparks from the blaze set fire 
to a timber patch a half mile away and 
threatened several houses in the vicinity. 

All of the furnishings of the building were 
saved from the flames, while several horses in 
the barn close by were led to safety; twenty 
cowsand many chickens, which comprised most 
of the livestock, which were in the pasture at 
the time, were driven out of reach of the 
flames. 

According to Fire Chief Emerson of the 
Andover department, the blaze originated in 
the chimney and spread rapidly to all the 
rooms on the top floor of the structure. The 
firemen were forced to rely on the chemicals 
to halt the flames, on account of their in- 
ability to procure water. Volunteers carried 
out the furniture and drove the livestock 
away from the threatened region. 

Assistance from the Lawrence fire depart- 
ment aided materially in combating the 
flames. Confronted by two fires, one con- 
suming the farmhouse, and the other sweep- 
ing a woodland about a half mile away, Chief 
Emerson sent in a request to the Lawrence 
department for assistance and Engine 3 was 
dispatched to the scene. 

A small brook, less than a foot in depth and 
located several hundred yards away from the 
farmhouse, was the only source of water to be 
found. ‘The loss was estimated at about 
$10,000.
